nUlph  Waldo  Emerson,  Esq  ,  followed 
with  characteristic  remarks,  lrom  which 
extracts  are  here  given  : 

£rh  it  town  is  attractive  to  its  native  citi 
?eps  and  to  immigiaats  which  has  a  heal- 
tfvV  site,  good  land,  well-constructed  side¬ 
walks,  aud  givul  hotels.  More  attractive 
^it  if  :t  lias  a  tine  town  halt,  gotxl  church 
good  preachers,  good  schools;  but  still 
>re  if  it  1ms  availed  itself  of  the  act  of 
f|e  legislature  authorizing  towns  to  tax 
t  jemselves  for  the  support  of  public  li1  wa¬ 
nt;  happier  yet  it*  it  have  citizens  who 
$nn  >t  w sit  for  the  slow  growth  of  the 
fefwu  to  m  ike  this  adequate  to  the  desire 
«i  the  people,  but  bestow  at  once,  as  iu 
the  act  which  *.ve  have  met  to  witness  and 
acknowledge  to-day.  I  think  we  cannot 
easily  esteem  the  benefit  conferred  in  this, 
as  I  foresee,  great  benefit  from  it  to  this 
poide  town.  We  have  a  splendid  library. 
Which  will  make  readers  ot  those  who  are 
aot  readers,  scholars  of  those  who  do  not 
■  i£udy.  *  *  *  If  you  consider  ^wliat 

lias  befallen  you  when  reading  a  poem,  a 
ijjutorv,  or  a  novel  even  — how  you  forgot 
yfie  time  of  day.  the  person  sitting  in  the 
wpotn  with  you,  yoUr  engagements  for  the 
livening — you  will  easily  admit  that  books 
,01  ike  all  towns  equal.  WithCmcord  t 
■fibrary  makes  i:  as  as  good  as  London 
•Paris,  or  Rome.  Robinson  Crusoe,  it  he 
*h»  i  a  shelf  »if  l>ooks,  could  easily  have  dis¬ 
pensed  with  even  his  man  Friday.  Every 
faculty  casts  itself  into  an  art,  and  memory 
gnto  writing— that  is.  iuto  books.  The 
^>Uat  papyrus,  which  .gave  tile  name  to  pa 
ter.  is  ot  more  importance  in  history  than 
Silver  or  gold.  Its  first  use  for  writing  is 
et ween  three  and  four  thousand  years  old 
•  *  I  know  the  word  “  literature 

•has  in  many  ears  a  hollow  sound.  It  is 
v  thought  to  be  the  entertainment  of  a  few 
‘ifancwul  persons — not  to  be  of  and  for  the 
amultittidrs.  But  this  comes  from  those 
Vwbo  think  ererythingis  useless  that  cannot 
k,in  some  way  add  to  their  physical  com 
^forts.  There  are  utilitarians  who  prefer 
'that  Jesus  should  have  wrought  as  a  car 
P-’pen  ter  and  Paul  at  a  tent  maker, 
jj  Books  are  a  record  of  the  best  thought 
fcfiTbe  river  of  thought  is  constantly  urn 
biding  from  the  invisible  world  into  the 

Rounds  ot*  men.  Such  was  the  symliolic 
custom  of  the  ancient  prieata  of  Mexico  to 
•obtain  fire  and  distribute  it  to  every  hearth 
in  the  nation.  The  influence  of  a  book 
may  extend  to  those  who  have  never  teen 
ir.  Shakespeare  and  Milton  and  Pindar 
have,  through  others,  affected  the  minds 
of  men  who  never  heard  of  them.  Win 
they  h*ve  in  them  cannot  l>e  contained  in 
3  a  cup;  it  runs  over  into  all  the  minds  that 
*  will  have  it.  Consider  that  it  is  our  own 
*  state  of  mied  in  time  that  makes  our  own 
|  estimate  of  life  aud  the  world.  If  you 
Jj  sprain  your  foot,  you  wlil  think  that  nature 
*,  has  sprained  hers  ;  and  so  when  you  sprain 
your  mind  you  have  a  bad  opinion  ot  life 
If  you  can  kindle  imagination,  you  see 
more,  because  more  active.  Music  does 
this  for  some,  poetry  for  others,  and 
good  btwk  w»ll  do  it  tor  a  reader. 

Many  a  time  a  book  has  decided  a  man 
life.  A  book  makes  friends  tor  you.  for 
there  is  an  acquaintanceship  between  you 
and  the  man  who  reads  the  same  book 
Dr.  Johnson,  hearing  tn.it  a  man  read 
Bjrton’s  Analysis  of  Melancholy,  exclaim 
ed,  *'  It  1  knew  that  man  I  could  hug 
him.”  We  expect  a  great  m in  to  be  a 
great  reader.  There  is  a  wonderful*  simi¬ 
larity  between  great  men  in  their  estimate 
of  book*.  Or-ar,  when  shipwrecked- and 
in  danger  ol  drowning,  did  not  try  to  s»ve 
his  gold  but  he  took  his  Commentaries  b»- 
tween  his  teeth  and  swam  fer  the  shore. 
The  Duke  of  Marlborough  would  not  en-. 
camp  without  a  copy  ot  Shakespeare.  The 
DucOcss  d  Abrantis  tells  us  that  the  first 
Napoleon  coat  books  and  papers  out  ot  bis 
carnage  while  tr  iveling  aa  last  as  ue  read 
them,  so  that  they  would  strew  the  read. 
We  «  xpect  great  men  to  be  great  readers,
